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Examiner Interview Summary 

The Examiner granted a telephonic interview on February 22, 2006 with 
applicants' representative, Richard Thill (Reg. No. 53,686). The purpose of the interview 
was to clarify the basis of the 35 USC 101 rejections of claims 1, 5, 9 and 13 of the 
application in the Office Action mailed September 9, 2005 ("Office Action"). 

Applicants' representative argued to the Examiner that the rejections of claims 1, 
5, 9 and 13 under 35 USC 101 were improper because the rejections were based on the 
preamble phrases "A method" (claim 1), "An article of manufacture" (claims 5 and 9), 
and "An apparatus" (claim 13), all of which are all statutory subject matter under any 
reading of the statute. No agreement was reached. The Examiner offered to consider any 
timely response filed by the applicants. 

Applicants filed a timely response to the Office Action on March 9, 2006, which 
also included a summary of subsequent Examiner Interviews conducted on March 3, 
2006.
